Pinchot Hails Roosevelt As Prophet 
Who Saw “Public Utility Domination” 


Oyster Bay, May 30 (AP).—Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt 
was 
hailed as a 
prophet who foresaw the “intensely 
pressing problems of unregulated, 
monopoly and public utility domina­ 
tion” by Governor Gifford Pinchot 
at Memorial Day exercises conduct­ 
ed by Quentin Roosevelt post No. 4 
of the American Legion here today. 
Governor Pinchot based his con­ 
tention 
of 
Roosevelt’s 
prophetic 
powers upon a message to congress 
on the subject of water power. He 
quoted the former president as tell­ 
ing the congress that to give away 
without conditions, one of the great­ 
est of the nation’s resources would 
be an act of folly. 
“If we are guilty of it,” Governor 
Pinchot quoted the former president 
as writing, “our children will be 
forced to pay an annual return upon 
a capitalization based upon the 
highest prices which the traffic will 
bear. They will find themselves face 
to face with powerful interests, in­ 
trenched 
behind the doctrine of 
vested rights, and strengthened by 
every defense which money can buy 
and the ingenuity of able corpora­ 
tion lawyex s» can devise. Long be­ 


fore that time they will and prob­ 
ably will have become a consoli­ 
dated interest, controlled for the 
great 
financial centers, dictating 
terms upon which the citizen 
can 
conduct his business or earn his 
livelihood, and not amenable to the 
wholesome check of local opinion.” 
New Problems 
“In this day of new problems in 
national 
life,” Governor 
Pinchot 
said, “of any threats to American 
freedom, of new lawlessness and new 
contempt for law', we may well re­ 
member and strive to imitate the 
example of the man whose funda­ 
mental principle was that the pub­ 
lic good comes first, who devoted 
his great powers to unremitting ef­ 
fort to uphold the safety, honor, awd 
welfare of our nation and who gave 
the whole of himself to secure and 
perpetuate equality of opportunity 
for all the people. 
“Roosevelt met the enemies of or­ 
ganized and orderly government un­ 
der the forms and in the persons 
which organized greed and violence 
for profit assumed in las time. Be­ 
cause of his wide knowledge and 
(Continued on Second Page;

Curtis Address 
(Continued from First Pane) 
desperate charge of the courageous 
Oeneral Pickett and his men on this 
historic battlefield some sixty-eight 
year® ago. 
The man who caused this day to 
be observed as Memorial day was 
the great volunteer general 
and 
able senator John A. Logan . In 
paying tribute to our soldiers we 
cannot fail specifically to pay tribute 
to him for his services to the nation. 
On this day specially dedicated to 
the purpose, we all acknowledge the 
great obligation our nation owes to 
those who have served it in time 
of war. whether on land and sea or 
in the air; we pause to praise and 
bless those who did so much to help 
bring victory to our nation In the 
few wars in which it has engaged. 
The veterans of the Union army 
remember the impressive review in 
Washington of the Grand Armies 
of the Republic, 
A banner on the 
treasury’ building greets the sight 
of the victorious Union soldiers of 
the Civil arar as they march down 
Pennsylvania avenue in impressive, 
heart-stirring array. 
That banner 
blazons forth the national feeling as 
it always has been and always will 
be: “There is one debt our nation 
owes which it can never pay; that is 
the debt it owes to its soldiers and 
sailors." 
I. ne in irs Tam Friends 
When President Lincoln took his 
oath of office there were politically 
strong men in congress who did not 
bel wig to hts party. Out in Illinois, 
his own state, there were two par­ 
ticularly powerful men who had op­ 
posed him; the little giant, Stephen 
A. Douglas, and the fearless John 
A. Logan 
When the war came, however, the 
president found Senator Stephen A. 
Douglas one of his strongest sup­ 
porters in the senate, ever ready to 
do his part to help win the war. 
Congressman John A. Logan, believ­ 
ing he could do more at the front. 
left his seat in the house of repre­ 
sentatives, returned to his home, 
and helped secure volunteers. Gen­ 
eral Logan was a powerful man 
and it is fitting that as a result of 
his work, he became known as the 
greatest volunteer general the world 
had ever known. The loyal men in 
congress forgot party lines. 
On 
matters pertaining to the war there 
were no party lines drawn 
, 
In the World war political history 
repeated itself. 
In the congress in 
1917 and 1918 the members of one 
of the greatest political parties, 
though not of the political faith of 
President Wilson, nevertheless on 
war m atters drew no party lines. 
They did everything they could to 
help win the war. On matters per­ 
taining to war the members of the 
republican party, as well as the 
democratic party, stood by the gov­ 
ernment. They whole-heartedly aid­ 
ed the president in all legislation 
necessary to carry the war to a final 
victory. The president, as comman­ 
der-in-chief of our army and navy, 
had the full support of the loyal 
men and .women of the country, 
both In and out of congress 
Only to Call For it 
When he needed war legislation it 
was only necessary for him to call 
for it and those of the minority in 
the government Joined the members 
of his party in the congress in quick 
and full response. Today lf trouble 
came our president, Herbert Hoover, 
would find the same universal loyal 
support, for It can be said truth- 
—that no 
one 
but Fergus could 'fully that in this country no politi­ 


cal party has a monopoly on pa­ 
triotism. 
. 
I have always believed there is a 
divine Providence which shapes the 


destinies of nations and controls the 
movements of men. 
When our re­ 
public was established, and its exist­ 
ence threatened; when the need of 
a great leader was imperative, there 
came forth from the people of the 
struggling colonies, George W ash­ 
ington. who has since been known as 
the "first in war. first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his country­ 
men .” 
At another period of that 
same war of independence, when , 
Che outcome looked dark and un­ 
certain, when the national life was 
in dire peril. France sent us Lafay­ 
ette. 
Circuit Rider 
At a later dark period of our his­ 
tory when a leader was to be se­ 
lected, the choice fell on a pioneer 
lawyer, a circuit rider, a man who 
had not been trained in state-craft 
and diplomacy, but who knew men; 
one w’ho had a kindly heart and 
brilliant mind, both of which he de­ 
voted to the cause of the people. 
This man was elected president and 
he was one of the greatest and the 
best presidents our country has ever 
had. His life is written in the tri­ 
umphs of his people. That wonder­ 
ful man was Abraham Lincoln. 
After the war commenced and the 
Union forces had met defeat a 
number of times; when the tide of 
war was runing strongly against the 
Union, and a great military leader 
was needed, from the long list of 
gallant officers there appeared the 
renowned general. Ulysses 8 . Grant. 
As he handed the commission of 
lieutenant general to G rant; Lin­ 
coln said, 
‘The loyal people of the nation 
look up to you. under the providence 
of God, to lead their armies to vic­ 
tory.” 
The faith of the people as ex­ 
pressed by the words of Lincoln, 
was nobly kept, for G rant did lead 
them to victory 
Unity Preserved 
The world has come to realize its 
good fortune that the American 
ideals of unity u’ere preserved as a 
result of our great Civil war from 
1861 to 1865 
The leading part the 
United States has taken in the af­ 
fairs of the world since then, for 
the ultimate benefit of all mankind, 
could not have been ours but for 
the successful outcome of this con­ 
flict. 
When the Union 
warriors 
fought sixty odd years ago It was 
to defend the constitution, and to 
preserve the union by holding the 
states together. 
They were bril­ 
liantly successful. 
They did save 
the constitution and the union. 
It 
is because of them that our glorious 
flag waves unchanged today. W hat 
was the nation they saved? 
W ith­ 
out its birth and preservation the 
history of the world today would be 
very different 
Its foundation was 
the rock of liberty and protection 
against the tyrannical rule of kings, 
and the beginning of the rule of the 
people. 
At its birth liberty had a 
temple in every cabin and an altar 
in every heart—that is the nation 
which was saved for the world by 
that great war from 61 to 65. 
After the Civil war was ended, 
there w a s a movement of the peo­ 
ple toward the west and northwest. 
A new country was opened. It was 
not long before new territories were 
organized and new states admitted 
to the union. 
Railroads were built 
and cities sprang up. 
In the days that followed the then 
west I lad captains by the hundreds 
whose heads and hearts and dearest 
hope went to the doing of the im­ 
mediate task they saw around and 
before them, men who never dream­ 
ed of gratitude, never worked for 
reward, never thought of the recom­ 
pense of fame—-what they wanted 
was to open up a new country and 
develop its great resources. 
Peace 
to their ashes—where they sleep on 
green hillsides in unknown graves 
in every state. 
Unheralded they 
came, and unrewarded they have 
passed away, living now in the blood 
and courage 
of their sons and 
daughters, who in this new age and 
day are doing their part as their 
parents did theirs. 
Many Great Strides 
We have made great strides since 
the Civil war in the fields of science 
and invention. 
We have the tele­ 
graph 
flashing 
mysteriously 
its 
messages under the sea and over 
the mountain tops, as then, but in 
addition we have the wireless send­ 
ing the news, leaping through space; 
the telephone whose messages vi­ 
brate along the subtle paths of na­ 
ture; the airplane with its wondrous 
speed, a reminder of man's conquest 
of time and space, which gave us 
the “Lone Eagle" of the sky, the idol 
of aviation. Colonel Charles Lind­ 
bergh; 
the 
radio 
which 
carries 
sounds of all kinds through space 
and enables those who are interest­ 
ed in doing so Instantly to hear the 
unseen in various parts of the world; 
the 
movie; 
the 
talking pictures 
which give the people an oppor­ 
tunity to see and hear. 
These are 
but a few of the inventions and 
discoveries indicating the swift and 
far-reaching strides which our en­ 
terprising citizens are making in the 
kingdom of conquerable mysteries. 
That progress may go on; that 
newer and greater discoveries may 
be made for the good of men, there 
must be peace. To insure peace we 
must be able to protect and to de­ 
fend our nation. In this country we 
do not believe in a large standing 
army, nor do we believe In having 
an over-large navy, but our people 
do want both army and navy to be 
ample for national defense. 
With this understanding v t Us 


position, the United States is against 
war, against the settlement of dis* 
putes by a resort to armed fores. 
Its policy is for peace. In his fare­ 
well address, our first president, 
George Washington, said; 
"Observe good faith and Justice 
toward all nations. 
“Cultivate 
peace and 
harmony 
with aU.” 
In one of his letters writecn in 
1798 he said: 
“Peace with all the world is my 
sincere wish. 
I am sure it is our 
true policy and the ardent desire of 
the government" 
As it was at the beginning of our 
republic, so it is now. In his Inau­ 
gural address of 1929, our present 
great leader. President Hoover, said: 
“I covet for this administration a 
record of having further contributed 
to advance the cause of peace." 
Every president we have had, be­ 
tween those two mentioned, has 
likewise expressed his adherence to 
this policy. 
The same policy is 
adopted by our individual citizens. 
Peace Loving People 
The people of the United States 
are, and always have been, peace- 
loving and law-abiding as a whole. 
They are industrious, generous, and 
not quarrelsome as a nation. They 
concern themselves with their own 
affairs and do not meddle in the 
affairs of other nations. 
They are 
sympathetic with the woes and dis­ 
tress of the people of the world. 
They ask nothing more than to be 
permitted to work out their own des­ 
tiny without interference and they 
freely concede this same right to 
others. 
They are proud of their 
country and their form of govern­ 
ment. They have a strong national 
consciousness because of which de­ 
spite their innate peaceful aims and 
desires they will not submit to in­ 
sult, abust, or ill treatment by any 
other nation. 
Our 
country 
has 
never engaged in nor will it ever 
engage in a war of aggression, and 
it will engage in a war of defense 
only as a last and inevitable resort 
During the first three years of the 
World war we were neutral 
We 
hoped and prayer that we might be 
permitted to remain so, but it was 
decreed we should be drawn into 
the conflict. 
International law was 
violated; 
fundamental 
rights 
of 
mankind were denied. 
The false 
doctrine of “might is right” was 
openly proclaimed against us; men, 
women, and children of our citizenry 
were sent to the bottom of the sea 
without warning. 
War was never 
forced upon a more unwilling com­ 
batant. 
Entered in Self-Defense 
We entered the maelstrom early 
in 1917 in self-defense against an 
aggressive, militant country ruled by 
its arar lords who had complete 
domination over a naturally peace- 
loving people, a people with whom 
thanks to Almighty God, are are now 
friendly, a people we are desirous 
of helping whenever possible. 
We 
could keep out no longer and retain 
our national honor. 
Our people never doubted the re­ 
sult because they knew the makeup 
of our army Mid they had great 
confidence in its able leader, Gen­ 
eral John J. Pershing. 
When I read of wars, I think of 
the unknown dead soldiers. 
Their 
names and deeds may not be known 
here below, but every one is written 
into the great book above in large 
letters of gold; each man and each 
deed has left an indelible impression 
in the hearts of our people. These 
soldiers and citiaens, known and 
unknown, have not died in vain. 
Their record justifies full faith and 
confidence in the wisdom of the 
American people and in the still 
more glorious future of the nation 
When the war of IMI to 1865 
was over the Union had been saved; 
the constitution upheld; and the 
principles on which our republic 
is founded were vindicated and sus­ 
tained. When the war of 1898 end­ 
ed. Cuba was free and the Maine 
had not been lost In vain. 
When 
the World war ended, the false doc­ 
trine that “might is right" had been 
exposed in all its iniquity and it 
has fallen into utter disrepute to­ 
day. 
World Peace 
It is a pleasure to call your a t­ 
tention to the fact th at since the 
World war the peoples of the civil­ 
ized world have been engaged in 
the most important movement of 
all—world peace. 
We would like to see the time 
come when nations will settle their 
disputes by other methods than war. 
As a government and as a people 
we are doing and will continue to do 
everything reasonably possible to 
bring this about. 
Before the World war our nation 
was a groat world power. Now it is 
stronger and more powerful than 
ever before. 
It is in a position to 
use and it is using all its power and 
influence to prevent future wars. 
For this reason we have observed 
with the utmost satisfaction that 
the Kellogg pact renouncing war 
has been adhered to by so many na­ 
tions. 
We hope the time has come 
when great Christian nations of the 
world will by proper agreements 
change the cruel custom sanctioned 
through the ages of engaging in 
war. 
Let them rather hold con­ 
ferences and agree to settle their 
differences by arbitration, by reason 
not by force. 
How glad we are th at in none of 
the wars in which our nation bas 
engaged were we the aggressor; in 
none did our soldiers fight for terri­ 
torial aggrandizement. T hat world 
peace may coma la the passionate 
and lasting desire of the people of 
the civilized world. 
But we want 
pew* with honor, peace that will

He was 
the first to do theis world's record 
time in American amateur competi­ 
tion, although his mark later was 
erased, following an A. A. U. storm 
over his professionalism.

For no good reason, we note that 
Babe Ruth, in fancy uniform, rode 
in a safety day parade up Fifth ave­ 
nue seven years ago this May. . . . 
A year later, the Babe suffered a 
breakdown on the training trip and 
had his poorest batting season with 
Yankees, batting only .290 and play­ 
ing in less than IOO games. . . . A
